Diplomacy proposed in fuel crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 


administration 
has 
proposed 


unprecedented diplomatic cooperation 
to solve an unprecedented global energy 
problem and says the world's prosperity 
and stability is at stake. 


President Nixon in a letter to oil- 


producing nations, released Thursday, 
said the world stands at a crossroads 
between cooperation and "increasing 
political and economic conflict." 


In another letter, inviting the indus- 


trial, oil-consuming nations to a meeting 
Feb. 11 in Washington, Nixon said this 
would be "a first and essential step 
toward the establishment of new 
arrangement for international energy 
and related economic matters." 


Nixon said a further meeting between 


both consumer and producer nations 
would be held within 90 days after the 


Feb. 11 meeting. 


Elaborating on the plans in a news 


conference, Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, said still another meeting 
would be planned in between, bringing 
together both the industrialized and the 
developing oil-consuming nations. 


The planned series of international 


conferences, Kissinger said, is 
unprecedented in diplomacy —but so is 
the worldwide energy problem. 


Kissinger said the Arab oil nations' 


cutoff of oil shipments to the United 
States and the Netherlands, to bring 
indirect pressure on Israel, was 
"becoming 
increasingly 


inappropriate," but was not the basic 
cause of the world's energy problem. 


That was caused, he said, by two 


factors —excessive energy demand and 
drastically increased oil prices recently 


imposed by a number of foreign 
producers. 


The price increases, he said, would hit 


especially hard at 
underdeveloped 


nations using oil as they try to build up 
their economies. 


All of the foreign aid given to those 


countries, Kissinger said, was cancelled 
"in one afternoon's decision by the price 
increase that has been imposed on these 
countries." 


He said the new oil bill could reach $30 


billion and the developing nations could 
not pay it. 


Kissinger said the United States could 


go it alone, developing its own energy 
resources and making separate deals 
with oil-producing nations. But compe- 
tition for oil through such bilateral 
agreements would damage the 
economies of other countries and, 


eventually, the entire world economy, he 
said. 


He said the United States rejected that 


approach and urged international 
cooperation. 


In the long run —10 to 15 years —the 


United States will become self-sufficient 
in energy and may even have a surplus. 
When it does, Kissinger said, it may 
share its energy with others- 


Invited to the Feb. 11 meeting in 


Washington were the foreign ministers 
of Canada, Japan, West Germany, 
France, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway 
and Britain. 


These eight countries plus the United 


States account for 75 to 80 per cent of the 
world's petroleum consumption, Kis- 
singer pointed out.

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Propane tank 
explosion kills 4 


WEST ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) -A 


propane storage tank exploded in the 
middle of a large apartment complex 
early today, heavily damaging two 
apartment buildings. Authorities said at 
least four persons were killed and nine 
injured. 


Officials said the explosion occurred 


as firemen arrived on the scene to fight 
a fire which had broken out on a tanker 
truck loading the storage tank. 


Most apartment residents had been 


evacuated before the explosion but 
authorities expressed concern that some 
may have been trapped in the building 
by the explosion. 


"We've asked everyone to check in 


with us because we're very concerned 


(• 


we'll be finding some bodies inside," 
said Russell Scheibel, director of public 
safety. 


The known dead included three 


firemen and a woman resident of one of 
the buildings. 


Frank Knodle of the American Red 


Cross said "it would be a ball park guess 
to say 750 families have been evacuat- 
ed." Most were taken to temporary 
shelters set up nearby. 


Scheibel said firemen had just arrived 


"and were hooking up the hoses when it 
just blew up." 


The explosion, which occurred about 


12:30 a.m., sent a huge fireball into the 
air that could be seen in downtown St. 
Paul, some four miles away. 


Scheibel said the storage tank held 


10,000 gallons and the tanker truck had 
a capacity of 16,000 gallons. 


With temperatures at 6 degrees below 


zero, flames swept the 66-unit Bellows 
Court apartment building and spread to 
the 33-unit Charlton Arms building, both 
three-story structures. Only a shell of 
the Bellows Court building was left 
intact, witnesses said. 


An estimated 750 families were 


evacuated from 15 apartment buildings 
in a four-block area as a precautionary 
measure. 


Fire Chief Don Hove reported about 6 


a.m. that the fire had been brought 
under control and the danger of another

Some tapes might yet 
be re/eased, Ford says 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Vice President 


Gerald R. Ford says the White House 
may be willing to release some of the 500 
tapes and documents demanded by the 
Senate Watergate Committee. 


In an interview, he said he received 


support for his proposal for compromise 
efforts in a telephone conversation with 
White House Chief of Staff Alexander M. 
Haig Jr. 


"They're willing to sit down and 


negotiate, as I understand it," Ford 
said. He said the White House has given 
its support to the compromise proposal 
he made last weekend. 


- Committee Chairman Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., D-N.C., has said he is willing to 
compromise on the subpoenaed tapes 
and documents. 


He said he thinks the White House is 


willing to "release tapes and other 
material on a selected basis where the 
information falls within the jurisdiction 
of that committee." 


On other subjects in the 40-minute 


interview, Ford said: 


—He called for early action on 


measures to curb windfall profits by 
energy-related industries, set up an 
energy research program and establish 


Energy crisis costs jobs 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Labor 


Department today blamed the energy 
crisis for the loss of about 100,000 jobs 
last month. Some employers laid off 
workers in anticipation of fuel shor- 
tages. 


In a supplement to its monthly 


employment report, the department 
said "employment reduction occurred 
in several specific industries which 
appear to be due to actual or anticipated 
shortages of gasoline." 


Jobs in retail trade rose less than 


expected in December, the government 
said, with the seasonally-adjusted 
decline of a 80,000 concentrated among 
automotive dealerships and service 
stations. 


A strike by 30,000 grocery workers in 


California also accounted for the decline. 


Employment in the service industry 


which usually rises in December also 
failed to materialize, primarily due to 
job layoffs in hotels, motels and 
entertainment —all hard-hit by the fuel 
shortage which has curtailed travel. 


The department reported last week 


that unemployment in December rose 
from 4.7 to 4.9 per cent of the work force, 
but because of problems in gathering 
complete statistics said it was unable to 
give a complete report or pinpoint 
specific reasons for the increase. 


Today's report included a year-end 


review of the nation's employment 
situation, which showed a number of 
persons holding jobs increased by 2.7 
million over the year while the over-all 
jobless rate dropped steadily from a first 
quarter 1972 high of 5.8 per cent to 4.7 per 
cent in the fourth quarter of 1973 before 
starting its upward climb in November. -

statements from presidential aides with 
Nixon in California. 


After Ford suggested Sunday that a 


compromise was possible if there was 
"some refinement" of the committee's 
demand, White House aides first 
indicated the vice president was 
speaking for himself. 


Later, however, deputy press Secre- 


tary Gerald L. Warren indicated that 
compromise was possible if the com- 
mittee scaled down its demands, though 
some presidential aides have continued 
to take a hard line against any possibility 
of compromise.

5 die in shooting spree 


DOVER, Del. (AP) -A shooting spree 


that left five persons dead and three 
wounded was triggered by an accused 
heroin dealer who was trying to 
systematically kill witnesses who could 
have testified against him in a drug case, 
a Delaware state official said today. 


Authorities said the gunman killed two 


possible witnesses and a woman Thurs- 
day, then killed his girl friend. Three 
persons were wounded before the 
gunman apparently shot himself in the 
head, police said. The head wound was 
fatal. 


The shooting spree and a high speed 


chase ranged across the state. 


Police identified the dead suspect as 


Ronald W. Hoffecker, 30, Dover. 


Deputy Delaware Atty. Gen. Joseph A. 


Hurley called the murder spree a 
"systematic killing of witnesses." 


Hoffecker was arrested Dec. 19 on 


charges of selling heroin. He was to 
appear in court today for a probation 
violation hearing which could have 
ended in his being sent to prison for 
revocation of his probation for a 1971 
drug conviction. 


Hurley said two of the dead had been 


scheduled to be witnesses against 
Hoffecker in an upcoming drug case, 
and that only hours before the killings 
Hoffecker had purchased a box of 


handgun ammunition. 


"He knew everybody he shot," said 


state police spokesman Angelo T. Citro. 


The shootings began when Hoffecker 


went to the Dover home of Glen 
Chemielewski. Police said Hoffecker 
opened fire, injuring Chemielewski and 
killing John Pappas, 29, of Wyoming, 
Del., and Shirley F. Haggerty, 34, of 
Dover. 


Police said he drove to another Dover 


home where he took Mrs. Richard 
Katcher, 25, as a hostage, and then drove 
south to Camden, Del., where he killed 
Mark Lovelace, 21. 


Lovelace and Pappas had been 


scheduled to appear as witnesses against 
Hoffecker, Hurley said. 


Hoffecker's car was spotted by state 


police near Middletown, and he was 
pursued by police until his car skidded 
out of control and into a field. 


Delaware state trooper Billy Reep was 


shot in the shoulder during the chase and 
was wounded slightly. Police said Mrs. 
Katcher told them Hoffecker had shot 


her and Barbara Johnson, 19. The 
Johnson woman, found in the car used by 
Hoffecker, was identified by police as 
Hoffecker's girl friend. But they said 
they did not know when she joined 
Hoffecker in the incident. 


Mrs. Katcher was listed in fair 


condition. 


Attempts to regulate cigarettes continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Ten years after 


the surgeon general's report on smoking 
and health, efforts continue to regulate 
cigarettes as a hazardous substance. 


Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, and at 


least two voluntary health organizations 
are preparing a petition asking the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
to regulate cigarettes as it would other 
hazardous substances, banning those 
with excessive tar and nicotine. 


Meanwhile, Dr. Luther L. Terry, the 


surgeon general who issued the famous. 
report ten years ago today, was 
scheduled to attend today's signing of a 
nonsmokers bill of rights by 33 public 
and private health agencies in 
Philadelphia's historic Congress Hall. 


The 1964 report and six succeeding 


volumes produced evidence that 
cigarette smoking contributes to cancer, 
coronary heart disease and respiratory 
ailments such as emphysema. 


"Cigarette smoking is a health hazard 


of sufficient importance in the United 
States to warrant appropriate remedial 
.action," a commL tee of 1 0 of the nation's 
' 
V 


leading scientists concluded a decade 
ago.. 


Sen. Moss, who has been a leader in 


the fight for safer cigarettes, said in an 
interview that "we have not come nearly 
as far along as we had hoped after 10 
years." 


He said he intends to press forward 


with his bill which would tax high 


tar-nicotine cigarettes more heavily, as 
well as the petition to the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 


"I don't think it's feasible right now to 


look for a banning of cigarettes and 
cigarette smoking," the senator said. 
"That would be like our ill-fated flirta- 
tion with prohibition of alcoholic 
beverages. It just didn't work." 


Lung cancer to claim 75,000 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) —The head of the American Cancer Society says 


some 60,000 men and 15,000 women will die this year from lung cancer. 


Dr. Justin J. Stein made the prediction today at the society's 1974 


National Volunteers Meeting for Education and Crusade. Today is also 
the 10th anniversary of the issuance of a report on smoking and health 
by the United States Surgeon General's office. 


Stein, a professor of radiology at the University of California at Los 


Angeles, said significant gains have been made against lung cancer and 
other diseases related to cigarette smoking. 


But he added that in the last two years there has been "a small but 


noticeable increase in per capita cigarette consumption. This reflects an 
increase of smoking among women and teen-age girls, with a 
corresponding increase of lung cancer among women."

Developments since the surgeon 


general's report include: 


-Twenty million Americans have 


given up cigarettes, according to a,U.S. 
Public Health Service estimate. 


-Average cigarette tar and nicotine 


content has dropped 43 per cent. 


—Smokers and nonsmokers are 


segregated on commercial planes and 
Amtrak trains. 


-Radio and television commercials 


for cigarettes and little cigars were 
legislated off the airwaves. 


-Public health warnings appeared on 


cigarette packages and in newspaper 
and magazine cigarette ads. 


The Public Health Service estimates 


that 52 million Americans now smoke 
cigarettes, 45 million of them adults 
compared with 48 million a decade ago, 
a decrease that's more significant when 
the population rise is taken into account. 


Since the report smoking among men 


has dropped from 52.9 per cent to 42.2 
per cent, and among women from 31.5 
per cent to 30.5 per cent.

Sextuplets 
are born 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa (AP) —A 


25-year-old woman gave birth to sex- 
tuplets today after a full nine months of 
pregnancy, and doctors gave the three 
boys and three girls a good chance of 
survival. 


The weight of the babies born to Susan 


Rosenkowitz at Mowbray Maternity 
Hospital ranged from 2*/2 pounds to 4l/2 
pounds. They were delivered fay 
caesarian section. 


Mrs. Rosenkowitz's husband, Colin, is 


a local businessman, and they have two 
other children, a 6-year-old daughter 
and a 2-year-old son. 


The woman had taken one of the 


hormone fertility drugs which have 
made births of four or more babies a 
frequent occurrence in recent years. 
Sextuplets have been born to a number 
of women who have taken such drugs, 
but the largest number known to have 
survived to date are five of the six babies 
born in 1973 to Edna and Gene Stanek of 
Denver, Colo. 


Mrs. Rosenkowitz had been confined 


to bed most of the time for the past two 
months and had been under the close 
observation and care of a team of 
specialists. 


X rays indicated several weeks ago 


that she could expect six babies, and a 
muscle-relaxing 
drug 
called 
or- 


ciprinaline, developed in South Africa, 
was given her to stave off premature 
delivery so that the babies could 
continue to develop normally. 


The X rays showed six well-formed 


babies, lying "like sardines," one 
source said, with 12 perfectly formed 
arms and legs clearly visible. 


The first baby, a boy, was born at 


8:02 a.m., followed half a minute later 
by a girl. The other four were delivered 
at half-minute intervals —a boy, a girl, 
a boy and finally a girl. 


The hospital introduced tight security

West opens the deuce of spades, and 


dummy's nine is played. Should East 
piay the queen? 


Don't ask foolish questions. East has 


already played the queen, in the average 
bridge game, and is now on the third or 
fourth trick. This says more for East's 
speed than for his judgment. 


If East plays the queen of spades, he 


tosses the defense right out of the win- 
dow. If East plays a low spade, instead 
of the queen, he can defeat the contract. 


Suppose East makes the mistake of 


putting upp the queen. South wins with 
the king of spades. Now dummy has a 
second sure spade trick. South knocks 
out the king of diamonds and gets a 
spade return. He wins two spades, four 
diamonds and three clubs, making his 
game contract. 


Suppose East allows" dummy to win 


the first trick with the nine of spades. 


Declarer gets to his hand with a club in 
order to try the diamond finesse. 


East wins with the king of diamonds 


and returns a low spade. The king and 
ace fall on this trick, leaving East's 
queen in command of the suit. The 
defenders 
get three spades, one 


daimond and one heart, defeating the 
contract. 


Can East lose a trick by refusing to 


play third hand high at the first trick? 
Only if West has led from a suit headed 
by both the ace and king. This is very 
unlikely, for why would declarer bid 
notrump with only one or two small 
spaces and why would West fail to lead 
the king of spades first if his suit is 
headed by both tops?

Popularity of the TA theory surges 


with publication of the book, "I'm

George called a "healthy position" 
about onesself. 


She explained the three areas con- 


tributing to the making of a whole 
person as "ego states"; Parent, Adult 
and Child. 


"The Parent part of us is what we 


learned from our parents, our cul- 
ture," she said; what has been learned 
from value judgements, slogans, all 
the shoulds, the ought to's, always and 
never statements. 


According to the psychiatric nurse, if 


one listens, one can distinguish which 
of tile three ego states is speaking. 
"The word you is often beard before a 
Parent statement," Mrs. George said 
and can be either a nurturing, loving 


response or a critical one. 


Such statements attributed to the 


Parent include, "You deserve a rest," 
"You 
look tired," and even "You 


dummy. Why did you do that?" 


"The Parent ego state is valuable to 


have," she stressed, because it acts as 
a "mental tape recorder being played 
back in our minds." 


When recognition of the Parent is 


made, individuals are able to judge 
whether or not they are demanding too 
much of themselves. 


The Child ego state is the area where 


most of the emotions are; wishes, 
hopes, dreams, "all the things that 
sound childlike are part of us." 


"Maybe how we feel about ourselves 


now is how we felt as a child." Ac- 
cording to Mrs. George, one should 
recognize these feelings. 


She labeled the Adult ego state, "our 


computer, our thinker," the area 
where decisions are sorted out and 
made. 


It is the Adult response that helps 


individuals deal with their fears and 
the rationale behind them. Going back 
to work after years as a homemaker, is 
a decision made in the Adult process, 
she noted. It calls for listening to what 
has been learned in the Parent state 
such as the slogan, "A woman's place 
is in the home" and how will her re-

turn to the workforce be viewed by 
others. 


"If I had to pick one thing women 


have in their critical Parent," said the 
speaker, it's the "be perfect" concept. 
"Women feel down when they don't 
attain perfection." 


She continued by explaining three

Mrs. George encouraged the women 


to "listen to how you talk to others. 
How do other people hear you? How do 
they react?" 


There is no problem in com- 


municating when using the simple 
uncrossed transaction, she said.

She 
used the question, "What time is it?" 
and the response "Quit bothering me," 
to clarify 
this 
position. 
Other 


statements pertaining to crossed tran- 
saction were: "Did you clean the house 
today?" "Stop picking on me." Such 
questions are not understood and are 
often answered from the Child ego 
state," she explained. 


The ulterior transaction dwells in the 


"feeling level," Mrs. George indicated. 
Questions describing this transaction 
include: "Would you like to come up 
and see my etchings?" "After the 
meeting can I buy you a drink?" 
"Where did you hide my socks?"

Oiling 
cedar 
shingles? 


BY ROGER C. WHITMAN 


Q: The previous owner told me he 


oiled the cedar shingle roof seven 
years ago to preserve it. He says I 
should do it too. Is this a good idea, or 
is there something else I could use? Oil 
seems so messy. —Rocky River, Ohio. 


A: Protecting wood against exposure 


and drying out is always a good idea, 
unless you deliberately want the 
weathered effect, such as with red- 
wood. I agree with you about oil. I'd 
much prefer a regular shingle stain 
containing creosote or other wood 
preservative. The watery consistency 
gives better penetration than with oil. 


Q: Some of the bricks and mortar on 


my siding have a white powdery sub- 
stance developing on them. It "crum- 
bles off and falls. How can I stop this? 
—Chicago 


A: This is called efflorescence. 


Caused by the free lime in the brick 
and mortar being carried to the sur- 
face 
as 
water 
works out 
and 


evaporates. Scrub with a solution of 
one part muriatic acid in five parts of 
water. Rinse with plenty of clear 
water. Do the mixing in a wooden or 
pottery vessel, not metal. Wear old 
clothes, heavy gloves and goggles. This 
acid is rough on skin. 


Q: For the first time in 19 vears in 


this apartment I find slender gray 
bugs with longish tail around the 
kitchen sink. What can I do? — Wa- 
terbury. 


A: Sounds like silverfish, which have 


a great fondness for starches and 
paste, and camp pipes. Since DDT 
powder is off-limits to civilians, puff 
pyrethrum powder into all cracks and 
crevices where you see them. Close 
any cracks around pipes coming into 
your apartment. Also puff the powder 
behind books and along shelves. Sil- 
verfish like gnawing on the paste in 
bookbindings and wallpaper paste. 


Q: We have been toying with the idea 


of fixing up a very large chicken coop 
for temporary living. I would cover the 
walls with sbeetrock and put linoleum 
on the floors. But I have been won- 
dering if we could get rid of the smell? 
Our present house is badly in need of 
major repairs, or we will build a new 
one. I don't want all our furniture to 
smell like chicken. —Harrison, Ark. 


A: Rent a trailer, friend, while you 


repair or build. You, your family and 
your furniture couldn't take that odor 
for very long. Store excess furniture in 
an airy, dry place.

Here's perfected 
system of budgeting 


What if you're among the millions of 


young Americans who today are sharing 
expenses? Your individual outlook and 
lifestyles may call for a more loosely 
managed budget with a wider margin 
for individual choice and expression. 


You could, I submit, easily and suc- 


cessfully follow the rules in yesterday's 


(Last in a series «f five) 


column for a working man and wife. 
But you may be far more fascinated by 
this real-life system of budgeting 
created over the past two years by a 
young technical consultant and his 
schoolteacher living companion. The 
two insist that, once their system was 
perfected, it ended two years of des- 
tructive fighting about money (a lead- 
ing cause of divorce, and an even more 
brutal cause of split-ups among the 
non-married). 


System consists of 4 accounts 


"Basically," says Dick, "the system 


consists of four (yes, four) checking 
accounts which we"call 'yours,' 'mine,' 
'ours,* and 'car.' 


"In addition, we have savings ac- 


counts. We keep a minimum balance of 
$100 in each checking account to avoid 
service charges which would run 
between 12 and 18 per cent for us, but 
higher for frequent check writers. To 
reduce the temptation to dip into the 
$100 minimums, we delete the balances' 
from our records and pretend thev don't 
exist." 


Here are details which are provoca- 


tively similar in many ways to mine in 
yesterday's column: " 


AH income from both individuals goes 


into the "ours" account. Each has a 
checkbook and the money deposited is 
arbitrarily split in half between each 
checkbook 
as 
a 
hedge 
against 


overdrawing. If either book runs 
dangerously low, temporary transfers 
are made. Then, at the end of each 
month, the books are balanced and the 
joint bank statement reconciled. 


Out of this "ours" account come vir- 


tually all living expenses-food, rent, 
utilities, etc. which these two have 
agreed to share on a regular basis. 


Once a month, $50 is transferred from 


the "ours" account to each individual 
M€N'S 


account ("yours" and "mine") as each 
person's personal allowance. "This 
figure was chosen arbitrarily and is still 
experimental," says Dick. "We expect 
to adjust it after we have had more 
experience with it." The personal 
allowance covers clothes and other 
items "which have a large potential for 
conflict over what is or is not ex- 
travagant" and for "simply spending as 
we please." Neither accounts to the 
other for what happens to each month's 
personal allowance- 


Car largest single expease 


The special account for the car is an 


ingenious twist. "This is the largest 
single expense we have, costing more 
than rent and food combined," says 
Dick. "And we feel that it's important 
for us both to be conscious of what cars 
really cost." In this phase of 
skyrocketing gas prices, ever-rising 
repair costs and thus generally climb- 
ing car ownership expenses, they are 
making a vital point. Also, watching the 
real costs of their car tends to dis- 
courage excessive driving. 


A simple record is kept of the number 


of miles driven and deposits of 6 cents 
per mile are regularly transferred from 
the "ours" account. The 6 cents covers 
all operating expenses, plus a margin of 
3 cents a mile for depreciation. 
(Because of the violent energy inflation, 
this figure will soon be revised upward 
to 7 cents or more.) The "car" 
fund 


includes forced savings for a new car in 
the future. 


Another ingenious system for food 


shopping involves the initialing of all 
store register tapes or chits and 
periodic checking and reconciling of the 
records. 


Shift details to your use 


There are many gaps in this couple's 


system but if you add their hints to all 
you've read in this week's series, vou 
will be way, way ahead of the vast 
majority of budget-keepers. 


Without any difficulty, you can shift 


the details to fit your own situation. 
You, for instance, may prefer to con- 
tribute equal amounts-rather than 
all-of your income to your joint 
checking 
and 
savings 
accounts. 


Whether you're a married couple or 
individuals pooling resources, you mav 
feel it's unfair for both of you to bear an 


equal share of the food costs if the man 
regularly eats far more food and far 
more expensive food than the woman.

Appleton should not widen E. College Avenue, according 


to city planning consultant Harland Bartholomew and 
Associates. 


Instead, it should wait a year or 18 months until the 


consultant has completed its update of the city's 
comprehensive plan, which will include a long-range 
recommendation for the future of E. College between Drew 
and Rankin streets. 


Right now, it looks like the consultant is leaning toward 


the same recommendation it made in 1966: A Franklin 
Street bypass and closing off the avenue strip that runs 
through the heart of Lawrence University into the down- 
town's east side. 


"We are convinced that there should be no physical 


improvement made to College Avenue before the long- 


range plan has been updated," said the consultant firm in 
an interim report intended to guide the city through the 
current controversy over what do to do with a roadway 
that the city's department of public works says needs 
immediate improvement and widening. 


"A widening of College Avenue at this time seems 


unwise in that such could indefinitely postpone a more 
desirable solution," said the report written by Joseph W. 
Guyton. 


"There are reasonable alternatives to this widening 


program, and we believe some are eminently better than 
making College Avenue a four-lane thoroughfare from 
downtown Appleton to the bridge," Guyton reported. 


The report reviews six possible alternatives including 


widening, constructing a boulevard, improvements in 
traffic lights and pedestrian crossings and a Franklin 
Street bypass. 


Of the Franklin Street bypass, the interim report says: 
"This would appear to be the most effective solution to 


relief of the College Avenue congestion, particularly since 
existing traffic patterns on College Avenue indicate a 
substantial number of vehicles have neither origins nor 
destinations along College Avenue in the downtown area." 


The report also details four possible connections that 


could hook up E. College just west of the College Avenue 
Bridge and Franklin Street, ranging in right-of-way 
acquisition cost from $40,000 to $472,000. 


A direct alignment that would carry westbound College 


Avenue Bridge traffic almost in a straight line northwest 
to Franklin Street would be the most expensive. It would 
almost diagonally bisect the northwest and southeast 
blocks of the area enclosed by Catherine, Franklin and 
Meade streets and College. 


A less direct route would take smaller portions of three 


blocks, but the consultant said construction costs for that 
plan would be higher. Right-of-way costs are estimated at 
$401,000. 


The consultant also offered two alternatives that would 


route traffic from College to Franklin over existing 
streets. One would carry it to and from the bridge over a 
one-way couplet of Rankin and Catherine streets. Right- 
of-way costs of between $40,000 and $70,000 are estimated 
to ease traffic flow. 


Another alternate, the consultant said, would be a 


one-way pairing of Lawe and Meade streets at an es- 
timated right-of-way cost of $48,000. Advantages of this 
over the other plan using existing streets is that it would 
provide for minimum interference with Edison School (a 
prime concern of parents with children attending that 
school, who feel routing College Avenue traffic north

Wisconsin. This trend toward "reverse 
foreign investment" is represented by 
firms from Germany, Great Britain, 
Japan, Sweden and Italy, he said. 


The main reason Wisconsin should 


encourage foreign investment is jobs, 
Kidd said. 
Jobs have to be found for Wiscon- 


sin's eligible work force, a portion of 
which always 
is the victim of 


unemployment. 


"I think we can live with most any 


foreign industry," he said. "Foreign 
capital provides jobs, and that's what 
we need." 


He listed four reasons why overseas 


firms would want to invest in business 
enterprises in the United States. 


• America is a big market, the lar- 


gest in the world. Though it is a 
"bunch of regional markets, it is 
relatively a homogeneous market," 
Kidd said. 


Tastes don't differ as drastically 


across the United States as they do 
from one European country to another, 
he said. So foreign products which 
generally would have a limited market 
in Europe might find a greater accep- 
tance in America.

• "The labor supply is magnificent. 


We have labor supplies'the likes of 
which very few other developed nations 
have," Kidd said. And American labor 
costs are not much higher than the rest 
of the world and the gap is narrowing 
all the time, he added. 


• The United States has a supply of 


energy, compared to the fuel crunch 
being experienced by Great Britain 
and Japan during the energy crisis. 


"We import only 16 per cent of our 


supply of oil," Kidd said, while other 
industrial nations must rely on much 
heavier imports from the Mideast. 
• The United States has a free 


financial market without the strings 
and hindrances some foreign countries' 
industries experience. 


Kidd said a major problem for Wis- 


consin and the country as a whole to 
overcome is the question of produc- 
tivity. 


"While other nations have been 


stepping up their productivity, the 
United States has been standing still," 
he said. 


The whole idea of productivity has to 


be approached from the standpoint of 
total involvement —not just the man at 
the machine, but the salesman too.

Philis seeks suit dismissal 


NEENAH — City Attorney Duane 


Philis has filed a motion for dismissal 
of the part-time enrollment lawsuit 
against the Neenah school district on 
the basis of the age of the plaintiffs, and 
filed a separate brief listing reasons 
why the district should not be forced to 
accept students who are enrolled in 
parochial schools. 


The motion for dismissal was filed 


Jan. 3 in the U.S. District Court for the 
Eastern District of Wisconsin in Mil- 
waukee. The brief to oppose theplain- 
tiffs* request for a temporary restrain- 
ing order and permanent injunction was 
filed by Philis in the district court on 
Wednesday. 


The case has been assigned to Federal 


Judge Myron L. Gordon. No date has 
been set for a hearing on the motion to 
dismiss or for a hearing of the part-time 
enrollment suit itself. 


The class action was filed in district 


court on Dec. 19 by Attorney Gordon P. 
Gill of Appleton, on behalf of Paul A. 
Rotzenberg and Thomas J. Foth and all 
others who might be affected by a 
decision. Rotzenberg and Foth are both 
seniors at St. Mary Central High School 
in Menasha, and have been unsuccess- 
ful in attempts to enroll in specific 
courses offered at Armstrong High 
School in Neenah. 


The original complaint filed by Gill 


asks for a temporary restraining order 
allowing the students to enroll at Arm- 
strong for the spring semester while the 
case is being resolved. It also asks for 
an order "permanently enjoining 
defendants from promulgating arbi- 
trary and capricious policies of 'pan- 
time' enrollment which show no regard 
for the welfare of the child," and asks 
that federal educational funds used in 
the Neenah district be withheld "until 
such time as defendant complies with 
the use of these funds as prescribed by 
law." 


The motion for dismissal was entered 


by Philis on thhe ground that "the 


plaintiffs lack capacity to bring the 
action as stated in the complaint" 
because they are minors. Philis noted 
that Rotzenberg and Foth are 17 years 
of age, and the action has not been 
commenced by their legal guardians. 
Also, no guardian at large has been 
appointed for "all others similarly si- 
tuated," who also were named as 
plaintiffs in the class action suit. That 
refers to the inclusion as plaintiff of 
anyone who might be affected by the 
court's decision. 


A check of records, however, shows 


that Rotzenberg, of 510 Clark St., 
Neenah, had hits 18th birthday on Dec. 
16, three days before the suit was filed. 
Foth, of 6*>3 Quarry Lane, Neenah, will 
not become 18 years old until Feb. 29 of 
this year. 


In his reply to the plaintiff's charges, 


Philis contends that the Neenah board 
of education has only such powers as 
are provided by Wisconsin law, and 
"cannot arbitrarily make its own laws 
for the admission of students."

admitting parochial school students 
under 18 years of age to attend classes 
in the Neenah joint school district 
schools during the regular period of the 
parochial school violates the compul- 
sory attendance law.

HOUSTON (AP) -It aH seems to come 


down to Larry Csonka vs Fran Tarkenton 
—brutal, relentless strength vs. deadly, 
explosive agility. 


Csonka typifies the Miami Dolphins, 


the one-touchdown favorites in Sunday's 
Super Bowl VIII against Tarkenton's 
Minnesota Vikings. 


The Dolphins are a businesslike team, 


methodically wearing down the opposi- 
tion, finding a play and sticking with it 
until somebody comes up with a way to 
stop it. 


Nobody found a way to really stop

A senior official said Kissinger may 


emerge with a formal proposal to put 
before the Geneva peace conference, but 
even if he does not he expects to bring the 
two sides close enough together to 
negotiate a disengagement. 


Kissinger stopped off in Spain to meet 


Pedro Cortina, the new foreign minister 
in a government that was substantially 
revised following the assassination Dec. 
20 of Premier Luis Carrero Blanco. 
Kissinger will fly to Aswan, Egypt, in 
midafternoon and may meet immedia- 
tely with President Anwar Sadat upon 
arrival. 


The Egyptians already have made 


several concrete proposals and Kis- 
singer received "a pretty good idea" of 
Israel's position from Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan last weekend in 
Washington. Now, the U.S. official said, 
he is ready to shuttle between Egypt and 
Israel over the next few days in order to 
overcome their mutual distrust and 
smooth out the "technical issues" that 
stand in the way of disengagement. 


If his middleman role is productive, 


Kissinger intends to shuttle back and 
forth twice between Sadat in Aswan, 
where he is recovering from bronchitis, 
and the Israeli cabinet in Jerusalem. He 
also probably will expand his travels to 
Jordan for a session with King Hussein, 
to Damascus to see President Hafez 
Assad and to Brussels on the way home 
to brief European ministers. 


Initially, Kissinger had planned only 


three days on the road but his trip 
evidently will expand to at least one 
week. 


WERC rejects union 
in protest of donated 
work on city building 


FOND DU LAC, Wis. (AP) — A 


grievance filed by municipal employes 
who protested a service club's action in 
doing maintenance work has been 
denied by the Wisconsin Employment 
Relations Commission. 


In September, members of the Fond 


du Lac Kiwanis Club painted one of the 
buildings in Lakeside Park. 


City employes complained that the 


Kiwanians had taken work away from 
them. They asked that four employes 
each be given four hours pay, and writ- 
ten assurance that the practice would not 
be repeated. 


The city manager denied the request, 


saying the Kiwanis Club's spirit and 
cooperation was supported and en- 
couraged. He said it was not unusual that 
a civic-minded organization would want 
to contribute time and energy for beaut- 
ification of the city. 
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In Syria, Kissinger may try to per- 


suade Assad's government to enter the 
peace conference once Egypt and Israel 
reach an agreement on troop disen- 
gagement. Jordan is a participant. 


The Geneva conference has been 


suspended pending the outcome of 
Kissinger's trip. The secretary believes 
"fairly rapid progress is needed" to 
provide the momentum to resolve the 
disengagement problem and also to 
point the way toward a broader 
settlement between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors. 


But the high official firmly denied 


reports that Kissinger advanced his visit 
in order to avert a new outbreak of 
fighting between Israel and Egypt. 


The official said both Egypt »nd Israel 


have signaled a willingness to pull back 
their intermingled armies once they are 
separated. But he said Kissinger's 
mission involves such questions as 
whether the armies should be separated 
at the canal or east of it, whether the 
evacuated zone should be manned by 
U.K. forces, and whether arms should be 
permitted in the area. 


"What we expect to do on this trip, is 


to see whether we can transform the 
general ideas that have up to now been 
advanced into a concrete proposal," 
Kissinger said in a Thursday news 
conference. 


He again denied that he expects to 


return to Washington with an 
agreement. But he was optimistic that 
the likely outcome "would be a nego- 
tiation which would be conducted" at the 
Geneva peace conference site. 


Accompanying Kissinger was veteran 


diplomat Ellsworth Bunker. 


After sounding out Sadat on Israeli 


concepts for military disengagement, 
Kissinger will go to Jerusalem Satur- 
day. 


He and Prime Minister Golda Meir 


will go over the Egyptian reaction and it 
will be back to Egypt for the American 
secretary. 


Even though Kissinger said he did not 


expect his travels to produce an Egyp- 
tian-Israeli agreement, he said "if the 
Israeli cabinet decides after my first 
visit to make a proposal, we will be 
prepared to take it to Egypt." 


Before leaving, State Department 


officials were coy about other stops 
during the trip. 


However, there were indications 


Kissinger might stop at other Arab 
capitals, possibly Amman, Jordan, and 
Damascus, Syria. So far Syria has 
refused to take part in the Geneva talks. 


Kissinger's news conference was held 


with William E. Simon, the Nixon 
administration's leading official on 
energy policy. 


Concerning the oil shortage, the 


secretary said there is no link between 
the Middle East negotiations and the 
continuing Arab refusal to ship oil to the 
United States. 


This latest trip is Kissinger's third to 


the Middle East since October.

state representative has accused three 
Democratic lawmakers of using political 
slugh funds to finance 25 to 40 per cent 
of their 1972 campaigns. 


Rep. John Alberts, R-Oconomowoc. 


said Reps. David Berger of Milwaukee, 
Edward Jackamonis of Waukesha and 
Gary Johnson of Beloit of have used 
"special interest slush money." 


Alberts' statement, issued Thursday, 


follows Democratic censure of Assembly 
Republicans for having asked doctors 
and lawyers to support a $25-a-ticket 
GOP fund-raising affair in Appleton. 


Alberts did not accuse Democrats of 


illegal activity. He told a newsman that 
Republicans also receive money from 
special groups. 


The three Democrats have criticized 


the GOP Assembly minority leader, 
John Shafaaz of New Berlin, and Rep. 
James Sensenbrenner of Shorewood for 
a letter they sent to attorneys, soliciting 
campaign money. 


Berger and Jackamonis said they 


consider the letters illegal because some 
were sent to attorneys who are state 
employes. 


Wisconsin law prohibits public 


officials from soliciting campaign 


contnbutions from state employes- 


Alberts said he examined the public 


campaign 
records of Berger, 


Jackamonis and Johnson. 


"I find it rather amusing that these 


sanctimonious politicians would find 
fault with our person-to-person fund 
appeal while they use special-interest 
slush money to finance anywhere from 
25 to 40 per cent of their campaigns," 
Alberts said. 


"This does not include receipts from 


dinners or corn roasts, which netted the 
three legislators more than 53,000 and 
were not itemized in their financial 
reports to the secretary of state's 
office," he said. 


Johnson challenged Alberts* statis- 


tics, Jackamonis accused the GOP of 
trying to use smokescreen tactics to 
conceal the letter affair, and Berger said 
the Republicans are simply trying to 
fight back. 


Alberts said Berger's 1972 campaign 


report indicated he had expenditures of 
$1,522 and collected at least S680 from 
special interest groups, including 


contributions from two lobbyists, a 
chiropractic clinic, a Cleveland, Ohio, 
union and $50 from Joe Nusbaum, 
secretary of the state Department of 
Administration. 


Jackamonis spent $4,767 on his 1972 


campaign, receiving contributions from 
the Cleveland organization and other 
labor unions, Alberts said. 


Jackamonis received $1,700 from a 


fund-raising dinner but did not itemize 
ticket sales, Alberts said. 


Johnson spent $5,615 on his 1972 


re-election campaign, with $2,065 from 
special-interest groups, Alberts said. 


Alberts said Johnson received $1,425 


from Wisconsin Educators Politically 
Active and Concerned, and contributions 
from firefighters, insurance un- 
derwriters, retail clerks and unions. 


Johnson received $1,225 from a 


fund-raising dinner and did not itemize 
receipts, Alberts said. 


State law does not prohibit contribu-

The Times said it was not clear 


whether the offer was extended in 
connection with the Watergate coverup 
or the break-in at the office of Daniel 


Eilsberg's psychiatrist. Ellsberg was 
the central figure in the Pentagon 
papers trial. 


Ehrlichman is under indictment for 


burglary, conspiracy and perjury in 
connection with the September 1971 
break-in at the ofnce of Dr. Louis 
Fielding. He has not been charged in 
connection with the Watergate inves- 
tigation.

LOS ANGELES (AP) -The United 


States ambassador-designate to the 
Soviet Union says be doubts there will be 
future trade agreements similar to 1972

"I think the Russians at that time 


proved to be better capitalists than the 
United States," Walter J. Stoessel Jr. 
told a meeting of the Los Angeles World 
Affairs Council Thursday. 


Stoessel said while in Moscow he will 


work for peace in the Middle East, 
further progress in the strategic arms 
limitation talks, mutual force reductions 
in Europe and better relations between 
the two superpowers. 


He stressed the importance of trade 
and the interdependence of all coun- 
tries in today's world. "It has been 
said that commerce is the beginning of 
understanding," Stoessel said. 


Asked whether it is likely that Russia 


will sell oil to the United States, Stoessel 
said, "I think one of the problems is they 
don't have the surplus of oil we had of 
wheat." 


The former Ambassador to Poland 


said he doubts "there will be a repetition 
of this mass kind of wheat export." 


He said the United States is consider- 


ing helping to develop Soviet natural gas 
deposits. But he said it must be deter- 
mined whether it is feasible to remove 
oil resources in cold climates such as 
Siberia. 


He added that the United States would 


need assurance that natural gas from the 
U.S.S.R. would not be cut off in time of 
crisis. 


Stoessel stressed that Nixon adminis- 


tration foreign policy would not use 
trade as a weapon to promote the free 
emigration of Jews from the Soviet 
Union.

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USDA charting 
'one-stop center1 


to aid farmers

Plans are being made to create "one 


stop" consolidated agricultural service 
centers in Wisconsin to house four 
major agriculture department agencies 
and work with rural residents. 


It might mean consolidation of some 


services into multi-county units and 
could result in fewer offices for some 
of the agencies in Wisconsin, according 
to Richard Akeley, head of the Soil 
Conservation Sen-ice (SCS) in Wiscon- 
sin and chairman of the state planning 
committee. 


The agencies immediately affected 


would be the SCS, Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Sen-ice 
(.ASCS), Farmers and Home Admin- 
istration, (FHA) and Federal Crop In- 
surance Corporation (FCIC). Other 
agencies might be added at a later time. 


The plan for Wisconsin is being 


drawn up by a committee of the top 
officials in each agency. 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. 


Butz, in a memorandum, named four 
mam objectives of the shift: 


"1. Develop a system of U.S. 


agricultural service centers providing 
the fullest possible range of sen-ices to 
USDA client groups at a single location 
'one stop sen-ice.' 


"2. Provide for center location near 


market areas where farmers and other 
rural residents generally conduct 
business. 


"3. Consider possible elimination of 


marginally effective USDA field of- 
fices. 


"4. Establish centers in which 


resident 
agencies share common 


housing with a common entrance, as 
well as office equipment and person- 
nel." 


The impact of the program on the 


Fox Valley is unclear but Akeley said 
information due Jan. 15 from federal 
officials will aid in determining plans 
for consolidation. 


Seventh Dist. Rep. David Obey, D- 


Wis., has objected to the plan saying 
that it would force rural residents to 
travel inconvenient distances. 


Speaking in Ashland recently he at- 


tacked the one-stop concept. "...I've 
heard rumors that some of these con- 
solidation plans call for a decrease in 
the number of ASC (Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Service) 
offices in Wisconsin from 65 to 20." 


The 
agency 
administers 
crop 


production and subsidy programs of 
the agriculture department. 


Keith Kruel, Madison, state execu- 


tive director of the ASCS, is a member 
of the planning group. He denied that 
there is any plan to cut offices down to 
20 in Wisconsin. 


Some counties probably will be con- 


solidated, however, and some have 
already been unified. "It's realistic to 
assume that there will be some com- 
bination of counties as the one-stop 
centers are put into effect." 


Kruel said the one-stop units would 


benefit from direct access to computer 
information storage centers in Kansas 
City and from use of Wide Area 
Telephone Service (WATS) lines to be 
used to service claims. 


At the present time the agency has 


combined Shawano and Menominee 


counties in a single office. Forest, 
Florence, Oneida and Vilas counties 
also are sen-ed by a single office as 
are Bayfield, Ashland, Iron and 
Sawyer counties. 


"Anyone that will look to the map of 


any state will recognize realistically 
that the county boundaries...did not 
take into consideration the convenience 
of the sendee," he said. 


Consolidated offices already are in 


use by the Fanners Home Adminis- 
tration. Willis Capps, Madison, of the 
agency- in Wisconsin, said there should 
be a minimum of 50 centers to sen-e 
the state. "I personally feel that it will 
take at least 50-55 centers...to provide 
sen-ice to rural residents." 


Presently the agency has 45 offices. 


Winnebago and Outagamie counties 
are sen-iced by a single office located 
in Appleton. 


Capps said computer linkage and 


WATS lines may help service. He 
added that satellite offices might be 
opened. 


Akeley also noted that satellite of- 


fices might be used. The Soil Conser- 
vation Service presently has a mora- 
torium on hiring of new personnel and 
in some cases utilizes staff persons 
hired by counties. If moving to a cen- 
tral location meant loss of county funds 
and loss of personnel the service would 
suffer, he said. 


At Appleton three of the staff of the 


SCS are being paid from county funds. 


Akeley also noted that the agency 


does work in designing work plans for 
farms to show farmers how to conserve 
land and improve production. Such 
work must be done on the farm and 
travel time could cut into efficiencies 
of centralized location, he said. 


He said the new centers, when es- 


tablished, might have a radius of 
travel of 35 miles. 


The University of Wisconsin exten- 


sion service was not included in the 
consolidation program and Gale Van- 
deBerg, Madison, director of the ex- 
tension service, said the agency is 
concerned with providing service to 
landowners. 


"I'm not so certain that the ef- 


ficiency is so great even with bringing 
them all together." 


The extension service will not be 


altered, he said. 


VandeBerg also is chairman of the 


state Rural Development Council and 
that group endorsed consolidation 
where it does not result in inadequate 
services to the people in a message 
sent to Will Erwin, assistant secretary 
of agriculture for rural development. 


"We are quite concerned with it as 


far as sen'ice to the clientile (is con- 
cerned)." 


Present headquarters for Federal 


Crop Insurance -Corporation programs 
in Wisconsin is in St. Paul. There are 
state offices in Mineral Point, Juneau, 
Whitehall, Fond du Lac. Stoughton. 
Richland Center, Ellsworth. Baldwin, 
Viroqua and Elkhorn. 


Kennerd Loftus, agent at Stoughton, 


said new areas desiring service must 
petition for offices. Presently no office 
serves Outagamie County.

Dairy co-op hit 
by federal suit 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo. - Officers of 


Mid-America Dairymen Inc., a milk 
cooperative, have denied federal Justice 
Department charges of antitrust viola- 
tions including restraint of trade and 
improper sales pacts. 


Mid-America Dairymen Inc., is a 


17,000 member farm cooperative. 


Gary Hanman, senior corporate vice 


president in the firm, denied the 
charges and called the federal suit, filed 
Dec. 27, an attack on farm marketing 
systems. 


"The charges appear to be a broad 


general attack on the farmer's right to 
develop and operate an effective 
marketing system for his products." 


Hanman denied a series of allegations 


made in the antitrust suit. 


"The suit alleges thai members of 


Mid-Am unduly restrain trade through 
their contracts and agreements with 
independent haulers. It alleges Mid-Am 
does not allow contract haulers to haul 
milk for other than Mid-Am members. 
This is not true." 


He also denied that the organization 


membership and marketing pacts had 
unreasonably restricted withdrawal 
from the group; that the organization 
requires processors to purchase all or 


substantially all of their milk from jhe 
coop; that those who don't buy all milk 
from the group must pay higher 
handling or service charges; and .that 
the group has acquired businesses in an 
attempt to monopolize trade. 


Hanman also denied that the 'or- 


ganization entered into agreements 
with other milk producer groups in 
attempts to monopolize markets and 
that it has not restricted shipments of 
milk in markets for the same purpose.

Diplomacy proposed in fuel crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Nixon 


administration 
has 
proposed 


unprecedented diplomatic cooperation 
to solve an unprecedented global energy 
problem and says the world's prosperity 
and stability is at stake. 


President Nixon in a letter to oil- 


producing nations, released Thursday, 
said the world stands at a crossroads 
between cooperation and "increasing 
political and economic conflict." 


In another letter, inviting the indus- 


trial, oil-consuming nations to a meeting 
Feb. 11 in Washington, Nixon said this 
would be "a first and essential step 
toward the establishment of new 
arrangement for international energy 
and related economic matters." 


Nixon said a further meeting between 


both consumer and producer nations 
would be held within 90 days after the 


Feb. 11 meeting. 


Elaborating on the plans in a news 


conference, Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, said still another meeting 
would be planned in between, bringing 
together both the industrialized and the 
developing oil-consuming nations. 


The planned series of international 


conferences, Kissinger said, is 
unprecedented in diplomacy —but so is 
the worldwide energy problem. 


Kissinger said the Arab oil nations' 


cutoff of oil shipments to the United 
States and the Netherlands, to bring 
indirect pressure on Israel, was 
"becoming 
increasingly 


inappropriate," but was not the basic 
cause of the world's energy problem. 


That was caused, he said, by two 


factors —excessive energy demand and 
drastically increased oil prices recently 


imposed by a number of foreign 
producers. 


The price increases, he said, would hit 


especially hard at underdeveloped 
nations using oil as they try to build up 
their economies. 


All of the foreign aid given to those 


countries, Kissinger said, was cancelled 
"in one afternoon's decision by the price 
increase that has been imposed on these 
countries." 


He said the new oil bill could reach $30 


billion and the developing nations could 
not pay it- 


Kissinger said the United States could 


go it alone, developing its own energy 
resources and making separate deals 
with oil-producing nations. But compe- 
tition for oil through such bilateral 
agreements would damage the 
economies of other countries and, 


eventually, the entire world economy, he 
said. 


He said the United States rejected that 


approach and urged international 
cooperation. 


In the long run —10 to 15 years —the 


United States will become self-sufficient 
in energy and may even have a surplus. 
When it does, Kissinger said, it may 
share its energy with others. 


Invited to the Feb. 11 meeting in 


Washington were the foreign ministers 
of Canada, Japan, West Germany, 
France, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway 
and Britain. 


These eight countries plus the United 


States account for 75 to 80 per cent of the 
world's petroleum consumption, Kis- 
singer pointed out.

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Propane tank 
explosion kills 4 


WEST ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) -A 


propane storage tank exploded in the 
middle of a large apartment complex 
early today, heavily damaging two 
apartment buildings. Authorities said at 
least four persons were killed and nine 
injured. 


Officials said the explosion occurred 


as firemen arrived on the scene to fight 
a fire which had broken out on a tanker 
truck loading the storage tank. 


Most apartment residents had been 


evacuated before the explosion but 
authorities expressed concern that some 
may have been trapped in the building 
by the explosion. 


"We've asked everyone to check in 


with us because we're very concerned 


we'll be finding some bodies inside," 
said Russell Scheibel, director of public 
safety. 


The known dead included three

Frank Knodle of the American Red 


Cross said "it would be a ball park guess 
to say 750 families have been evacuat- 
ed."

Scheibel said firemen had just arrived

The explosion, which occurred about 


12:30 a.m., sent a huge fireball into the 
air that could be seen in downtown St.

10,000 gallons and the tanker truck had 
a capacity of 16,000 gallons.

Energy crisis costs jobs 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Labor 


Department today blamed the energy 
crisis for the loss of about 100,000 jobs 
last month. Some employers laid off 
workers in anticipation of fuel shor- 
tages. 


In a supplement to its monthly- 


employment report, the department 
said "employment reduction occurred 
in several specific industries which 
appear to be due to actual or anticipated 
shortages of gasoline." 


Jobs in retail trade rose less than 


expected in December, the government 
said, with the seasonally-adjusted 
decline of a 80,000 concentrated among 
automotive dealerships and service 
stations. 


A strike by 30,000 grocery workers in 


California also accounted for the decline. 


Employment in the service industry 


which'usually rises in December also 
failed to materialize, primarily due to 
job layoffs in hotels, motels and 
entertainment —all hard-hit by the fuel 
shortage which has curtailed travel. 


The department reported last week 


that unemployment in December rose 
from 4.7 to 4.9 per cent of the work force, 
but because of problems in gathering 
complete statistics said it was unable to 
give a complete report or pinpoint 
specific reasons for the increase.

5 die in shooting spree

Hoffecker was arrested Dec. 19 on 


charges of selling heroin. He was to 
appear in court today for a probation 
violation hearing which could have 
ended in his being sent to prison for 
revocation of his probation for a 1971 
drug conviction. 


Hurley said two of the dead had been

Attempts to regulate cigarettes continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Ten years after 


the surgeon general's report on smoking 
and health, efforts continue to regulate 
cigarettes as a hazardous substance. 


Sen. Frank E. Moss, D-Utah, and at 


least two voluntary health organizations 
are preparing a petition asking the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
to regulate cigarettes as it would other 
hazardous substances, banning those 
with excessive tar and nicotine. 


Meanwhile, Dr. Luther L. Terry, the 


surgeon general who issued the famous 
report ten years ago today, was 
scheduled to attend today's signing of a 
nonsmokers bill of rights by 33 public 
and private health agencies in 
Philadelphia's historic Congress Hall. 


The 1964 report and six succeeding 


volumes produced evidence that 
cigarette smoking contributes to cancer, 
coronary heart disease and respiratory 
ailments such as emphysema. 


"Cigarette smoking is a health hazard 


of sufficient importance in the United 
States to warrant appropriate remedial 
action," a committee of 10 of the nation's 


leading scientists concluded a decade 
ago. 


Sen. Moss, who has been a leader in 


the fight for safer cigarettes, said in an 
interview that "we have not come nearly 
as far along as we had hoped after 10 
years." 


He said he intends to press forward 


with his bill which would tax high 


tar-nicotine cigarettes more heavily, as 
well as the petition to the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 


"I don't think it's feasible right now to 


look for a banning of cigarettes and 
cigarette smoking," the senator said. 
"That would be like our ill-fated flirta- 
tion with prohibition of alcoholic 
beverages. It just didn't work."

Stein, a professor of radiology At the University of California at Los 


Angeles, said significant gains have been made against lung cancer and 
other diseases related to cigarette smoking. 


But he added that in the last two years there has been "a small but 


noticeable increase in per capita cigarette consumption. This reflects an 
increase of smoking among women and teen-age girls, with a 
corresponding increase of lung cancer among women." 


Developments since the surgeon 


general's report include: 


—Twenty million Americans have 


given up cigarettes, according to a U.S. 
Public Health Service estimate. 


-Average cigarette tar and nicotine 


content has dropped 43 per cent. 


-Smokers and nonsmokers are 


segregated on commercial planes and 
Amtrak trains. 


-Radio and television commercials 


for cigarettes and little cigars were 
legislated off the airwaves. 


-Public health warnings appeared on 


cigarette packages and in newspaper 
and magazine cigarette ads. 


The Public Health Service estimates 


that 52 million Americans now smoke 
cigarettes, 45 million of them adults 
compared with 48 million a decade ago, 
a decrease that's more significant when 
the population rise is taken into account.

The second part would have the

bicycles. 


County Corp. Counsel William Schuh 


told the group that the county does not 
have any authority to- make registra- 
tion mandatory. To get that authority, 
he said, would require a change in 
state statutes, a move which the county 
committee favored. 


In the meantime, Supv. Ted LaPin 


argued, efforts should be made to sell 


' the voluntary program. 


Appleton Police Chief Earl Wolff 


said that bicycles are basically covered 
under the state traffic code, but that he 
has favored some additional restric- 
tions, particularly in the area of trick 
riding. County Planner Robert Stadel 
noted that Madison has an ordinance 
which does regulate trick riding and 
also distinguishes between age groups 
for enforcement. 


Gerhard 
Willecke, 
chairman 


of the city study committee, said 
they have a subcommittee working on 
bicycle ordinances and they would

Each community would be 
assigned a block of numbers, he 
proposed, so that when a bicycle was 
found the community it came from 
could immediately be identified.

with bicycles is enforcement of the 
laws.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Owners of a 


nursing home are attempting to divert 
attention from code violations by 
making accusations against Wisconsin's 
nursing-home ombudsman program, Lt.

Carmel home in Greenfield, owned by 
National Health Enterprises Inc. 


The Democratic lieutenant governor 


said surveys completed this month bv 
the state Department of Health and 
Social Services indicate the home has a 
number of code violations. 


"The recent surveys serve to unders- 


core the fact that chronic problems do 
exist at Mount Carmel and that National 
Health Enterprises, owner of the home, 
has not corrected them," Schreiber said. 


A Schreiber aide said results of the 


latest state inspection are expected in a 
few days. 


Schreiber's description of the reports 


contradicted arguments by Ronald 
Krysiek, director of corporate relations 
for the firm, that allegations against the 
home were based on "inaccurate, 
outdated information." 


Krysiek accused the lieutenant 


governor by using the ombudsman 
program for personal political promo- 
tion. 


Krysiek has given Republican Atty. 


Gen. Robert Warren a tape'recording he 
said cantained remarks by a former 
ombudsman program director talking 
about the program's potential for 
gaining votes and campaign contribu- 
tions. 


Schreiber said National Health 


Enterprises has made no attempt to 
answer questions about the health and 
safety of patients at the home. 


"Instead, they have attempted to shift 


public attention away from the plight of 
their elderly patients by launching a 
vicious personal attack against me," 
Schreiber said. 


"This attempt to discredit the om- 


budsman program is not surprising 
because the best thing in the world that 
could happen for Mount Carmel and for 
other homes that are chronic violators of 
regulations would be for the ombudsman 
to pass out of existence," he said. 


Schreiber became nursinghome 


ombudsman for Wisconsin m 1972, when 
the U.S. Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare began a pilot project to 
provide patients a place to take their 
complaints. 


Wisconsin is reported to be one of 


seven states with the program. 


Warren has been accused by Schreiber

Too little and too late 


Without the appropriate White House tapes and 


documents, President Nixon's two Operation Candor 
statements on milk price supports and the ITT case will be 
lost among criticism of being too little and too late. The 
times of Watergate require*the President to document his 
assertions. 
* 


There is much in Mr. Nixon's explanation of the increase 


in milk price supports which is believable —and which 
should have been said long ago. The charge is that the 
administration reversed itself on milk price supports after 
the dairy organizations pledged money for the President's 
re-election campaign, contributions which later totaled 
$427,000. 


Mr. Nixon says it wasn't thai way at all. What was causing 


the pressure, he said, was a Democratic move in Congress 
to raise price supports, the political damage it would cause 
the re-election campaign if he vetoed it and the need to keep 
fences mended with the farm vore for the 1972 election. 


"The President himself concluded that the final decision 


came down to the fact Congress was going to pass the higher 
support legislation, and he could not velo it without 
alienating the farmers —an essential part of his political 
constituency," the statement of candor said. 


That may not be the way economic decisions should be 


reached in Washington. But who is to dispute that's the way 
things work? 


In the International Telephone and Telegraph Corp. af- 


fair, Mr. Nixon acknowledged that he did on one occasion 
intervene on the side of an anti-trust settlement with ITT. 
But he said he withdrew because of the possibility of pro- 
testing resignations in the Justice Department. What often 
is overlooked in this complicated case is that many Nixon 
critics pronounce the settlement as fair —including former 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


Where the two statements are strained is in the claim 


which remains that policy was being made by high officials 
in the administration without concern or knowledge about 
what various bagmen were doing in raising campaign 
money from principals in the two cases. That is something 
which demands proof for a public which has had doubt piled 
upon doubt. 


The President has returned to an assertion that executive 


branch privilege applies. This is a fine-point legal argument 
in the new dispute with the Senate Watergate Committee. 
But the President's defensive position now compels 
documentation for the public. Otherwise the latest two 
Operation Candor statements surely will fail. 


Nominating vice presidents 


A Democratic party reform commission has come up with 


a better way for nominating vice presidents. 


The plan*would put a convention day between the time the 


presidential candidate is nominated and the time he an- 
nounces his choice for vice president. Or the presidential 
candidate could decide to take up to 21 days to think about 
and investigate his choice. If that option were chosen, a 
mini-convention of proportional state delegations would 
make the nomination no later than 21 days after the party 
convention. 


The reform commission got its assignment because of the 


election-damaging nomination of Sen. Thomas Eagleton last 
year. The conviction and resignation of Spiro Agnew added 
vast importance to the assignment. 


In the end, presidential nominees must accept near total 


responsibility for the choice of their running-mates. The 
Eagleton and Agnew incidents should cause presidential 
front-runners to add the task of thorough examination of 
vice presidential possibilities to their pre-convention ac- 
tivity. 


But politicians have short memories. The reform com- 


mission's plan provides a little protection —if not much — 
against a repeat of the Eagleton fiasco and the possibility 
that one like Spiro Agnew could become president. 
t 


No sanctuary from terrorists 


England's situation demonstrates how small the world 


has become. 


Although Great Britain is considered more on the side of 


Israel than the Arab nations in the Middle Eastern conflict, 
its strong outward support ended with the closing of the 
Suez Canal almost 20 years ago. Yet Heathrow airport near 
London now is carefully patrolled by the British Army to 
guard against Arab terrorists. Windsor Castle also was 
occupied by military forces in armored cars since the castle 
lies on one of the flight paths to the international airport. 


Similarly, although not quite so emphatically, the British 


have had to guard against extremists of the Irish 
Republican Army. Whatever their past sins regarding 
Ireland, the English are trying desperately to get out of 
Northern Ireland "with honor." Responsibility and pride 
rather than cupidity or greed inspires the presence of Bri- 
tish troops in Ulster. 


Yet the Arabs and other nationalities, including 


Americans, alleged to be working with the terrorist groups, 
have supposedly smuggled antiaircraft missiles into 
England to strike at civilian jets. The letter bombs, 
presumably sent by members of the Proves, continue to 
explode in British post offices and mailboxes. Bigger 
explosive devices are being set and sent. Their victims are 
usually the innocent whose only crime was being in the 
wrong place. 


In general England has taken the right and honorable 


course toward both the Arabs and the Irish. But there is no 
sanctuary- in today's world from the extremists.

The Franklin Mint is putting out a new medal in what is 


certainly an example of over enthusiastic commercial 
promotion. 


It's the Comet Kohoutek Eyewitness Medal. The blurb 


says "you have been an eyewitness to one of the epic events 
of our lifetime. The flight of Comet Kohoutek -blazing a 
fiery trail across the evening sky. You've seen it. Exactly as 
it happened." 


Who has? 
Righr now Kohoutek is visible —just barely —to the naked 


eye. But it's a long way from the spectacular it was sup- 
posed to be. National Geographic expected the first of 
January to have a tremendous display just after sunset. The 
astronauts described how amazing it was. But for just about 
everyone else, Kohoutek is a dud. 


Even its discoverer isn't around to hear complaints. Dr. 


Kohoutek is down south in Chile where he's supposed to be 
able to get a better view than up here. It shouldn't be hard. 


Now —how does one qualify for that medal? It's an 


eyewitness one after all.

MADISON —Sometimes the most meaningful 


of political trends are suggested obliquely. 


There has been no greater disturbance in the 


domestic politics of this country in this century 
in all probability than the trauma that will be 
described by historians with the word "Water- 
gate." That Republican politicians hereabouts 
and in other local and regional constituencies 
should be reluctant to talk about it is natural 
enough. But why the only slightly less visible 
disposition of local and regional Democratic 
politicians to avoid the issue, including those 
many who are otherwise so voluble and so eager 
to distribute partisan or self-serving press 
releases in tireless succession? 


One of the most thoughtful and experienced 


Democratic politicians discussed the matter 
with a friend the other day. 


"All of us are diminished in this country," he 


said of the professional politician and the state 
of public disillusionment, anger, fear and scorn 
that has been caused by the scandals in 
Washington and the succession of events that 
has brought the word "impeachment" into the 
conversation of ordinary men and women for 
the •first time in their lives. 


Steady diet of scandal 


On the face of it, the mortal risk flowing from 


the sorrowful succession of disclosures in the 


national government and the steady diet of 
scandal 
for the last year afflicts the 


Republicans most directly. These dolorous 
events flowed from the actions of Republican 
politicians, including the President of the Unit- 
ed States who has won the majority of 
presidential votes cast in this state in three 
elections. 


State and local office-holders wearing the 


party's label, state and local Republican or- 
ganization loyalists and the rank and file of 
Republican voters may reassure themselves 
that the Republican party as an institution was 
not directly involved. The chicanery that has 
shocked the country involved the President's 
personal campaign associates. But such reflec- 
tions are not truly comforting- They resemble 
the act of whistling past the graveyard. 


Nevertheless, even the most aggressive of the 


Democratic party rivals are in a somber mood. 
It does not relate to sympathy for the 
Republican foe. It relates to a fear that the 
profession ofpolitics has been dangerously 
sullied, that the voter in his profound 
disillusionment and revulsion may be losing 
faith in politicians as a class. 


They're poll watchers 


Reports from Washington about worries on 


both sides of the political aisle in Congress are 


echoed in the states, including Wisconsin. Poli- 
ticians worriedly pass around clippings about 
polls showing that their occupation has been 
dangerously denigrated. One provocative report 
lately shows the comparatively high ranking of 
trash collectors among a range of occupations 
submitted for a test of the esteem in which they 
are held. 


There has always been a startlingly high ratio 


of disrespect for the professional politicians — 
as suggested in the low ratio of electoral par- 
ticipation in this country when measured 
against others 
upholding representative 


government. The continuing turmoil in 
Washington, the ouster of a disgraced vice 
president and the prospect of uncounted months 
of crisis atmosphere ahead suggest an even 
more dangerous erosion of public confidence 
and the popular regard for political leaders. 


That is why the typical politician tends to be 


silent, if he can, and careful in his comment if 
he cannot avoid it, concerning the jarring 
disclosures of the year in Washington. He knows 
that the great malignancy in the political life of 
the nation is the dangerous use of money in 
elections. He must occasionally ask himself if 
he can survive the microscopic examination of 
his own affairs that fate has thrust upon 
President NLxon.

Energy crisis may 
have good aspects 


This column may have been accused 


of many things in its time, but never of 
being Pollyannaish in its attitude. Yet 
today I feel like that wide-eyed heroine 
herself, standing up and proclaiming 
that the so-called '^energy crisis" we 
are facing may turn out to be the best 
thing in the world for us. (Even if the 
"emergency" is fabricated as some 
cynics insist.) 


So far as I can tell right now, the 


pluses far outnumber the minuses. The 
minuses are a bit of discomfort, some 
retrictions on our mobility, and a 
slackening of industrial growth because 
of energy shortages. 


The pluses may prove to be bracing 


and, in the long run, a blessing in 
disguise. Let me enumerate the possi- 
ble good results: 


More people will walk rather than use 


their cars, which every doctor and 
physical fitness expert has been vainly 
urging us to do; 


There will be quite possibly a revival 


of public transport systems in cities, 
which have been shabbily neglected, 
even though they are the most efficient, 
economical, and cleanest forms of 
travel. 


Our homes and apartments will be far 


more wholesome physical environments 
if the heat is turned down to 68; and we 
will be healthier, getting fewer colds 
and respiratory diseases in the winter. 


There will be less lazy reliance on 


mechanical and electrical devices, and 
more manual effort, which should ex- 
cite our languid spleens. 


Blatant 
electrical 
advertising 


displays will be diminished, or at least 
muted, which will be a vast esthetic 
relief for offended eyes. 


Our industrial plants will be forced to 


seek the greatest efficiency in terms of 
energy conversion-which may spur new 
techniques or inventions for cleaner and 
purer manufacturing processes. 


Auto manufacturers may be persuad- 


ed to cease turning out those mons- 
trously large gas-guzzling models, and 
concentrate on much smaller, weaker- 
powered, more easily parkable and 
maneuverable automobiles. (As a 
bonus, there may be little gas available 
for those brutish and nature-raping 
snowmobiles 
which 
have 
lately 


desecrated the countrysides.) 


The Highway Trust may stop building 


roads like crazy, subsidized by federal 
funds, and we may instead use some of 
this public money for parks, sidewalks, 
better street lighting, and more sensi- 
ble traffic engineering than we have 
today. 


Finally, we may come to learn that 


everything exacts a price in something 
else, and that it is no longer possible to 
enjoy the unlimited amenities of a 
technological society without paying the 
full social, physical and financial costs, 
both overt and hitherto hidden from us.

Joseph Kraft 
Spending forces 
hold upper hand

Normally at this time of year, 


Washington clangs with a clash that 
brings all parts of the government into 
internal conflict. January is the time for 
the annual battle of the budget. 


But this year there is harmony, not 


clash, over the budget. The reasons say 
a great deal about who is actual!}- 
governing-the king or the barons-at 
this time of Watergate-cum-energy 
crisis. 


The dominant consideration is the 


economic downturn engendered by the 
energy crisis. There is widespread fear, 
particularly among Republicans stand- 
ing for election in the fall, that 
unemployment will rise to 6 per cent or 
more later in the year. 


There is also general understanding 


that one way to sustain economic ac- 
tivity is to stimulate demand for goods 
and services by government spending. 
This year everybody really is a 
Keynesian. As a result the spending lid, 
which the President and his aides at the 
Office of Management and Budget 
usually enforce against the Congress 
and the various departments, is now 
fairly porous. 


Total expenditures next year are al- 


most certain to rise by $30 billion over 
an estimated S273 billion for this year. 
There is no frantic push to hold the'total 
below the magic figure of $300 billion. 
Indeed in some areas — notably 
defense-the budget review has resulted 
in an increase of the spending figure 
originally requested by the department. 


A second vital consideration is the 


changed state of relations between the 
White House and the Congress. During 
Republican 
administrations, 
the 


Congress normally provides the serious 
muscle for big spending by the various 
departments. The White House is 
generally put in the position of holding 
the line against both Congress and the 
departments. 


But E President weakened by Water- 


gate and facing a possible impeachment 
is in no position to play hard ball 
against the Congress. The budgetary 
process has already been modified con- 
siderably to show special deference to 
the powers on the Hill. 


Leading Congressional figures were 


canvassed early by the OMB as to the 
programs they wanted in the budget. In 
a sharp break with tradition, three 
White House officials with special ties 
to the Congress-presidential counselors 
Melvin Laird and Bryce Harlow and 
legislative liaison 
chief 
William 


Timmons-have been sitting in on the 
final budget review conducted by the 
director of OMB, Roy Ash. 


Not surprisingly, the President has 


already thrown in the towel in a fight 
with the Congress over impoundment of 
funds voted for the Departments of 
Labor and Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. The fiscal 1975 budget will show- 
big increases in the areas especially 
dear to Congressional hearts -defense 
and health. 


Finally, there is a changed rela- 


tionship between the President and the 
various cabinet officers. The cabinet of 
the second Nixon administration stands 
out as a group remarkable for absence 
of independent, political clout. 


The heavyweights-Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger, Secretary of the 
Treasury George Shultz and Secretary 
of Defense James Schlesinger-all come 
from 
the academic 
world. The 


middleweights—for example, Claude 
Brinegar at Transportation, James 
Lynn at Housing, Caspar Weinberger at 
HEW-come closer to being faceless 
bureaucrats than household words. 


Theoretically, therefore, the various 


departments should be pushovers for 
the White House. But this year the 
atmosphere has been so changed by 
Watergate and energy that the depart- 
ments are getting major new programs 
without even a fight. 


Secretary Brinegar will be initiating a 


plan for invading the highway trust 
fund to finance rail and bus transporta- 
tion.. Secretary Weinberger will be ini- 
tiating 
a new health insurance 


program. Secretary Shultz, the better to 
monitor tax collections, will increase e 
of the Internal Revenue Service. 


What 
all 
this 
shows 
is 
that 


Watergate-cum-energy has changed 
the shape of the government. The per- 
sonal presidency, highly responsive to 
the whims of a single man, has been 
dramatically weakened. The institu- 
tional presidency, centering around a 
network of White House offices set up to 
manage the rest of the government, still 
exists. But it is subject to manipulation 
by the Congress and the departments. 
Which is to say, that the king has lost 
power to the barons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - In a major 


strategy change, the targets of some of 
this country's long-range missiles have 
been shifted from Soviet cities to 
Russian missile bases, command 
centers and other military targets.

Pentagon official said "we have to be 
able to deter them on a tit-for-tat basis." 


Schlesinger told the luncheon the 


change in targeting does not require an 
increase in the number or size of U.S. 
missiles and their warheads. 


He did not discuss details, but it was 


learned a portion of the force of 1,000 
land-based Minuteman intercontinental 
ballistic missiles have been diverted 
from Soviet city targets and aimed at a 
limited number of key Russian military 
sites. 


With the present accuracy of U.S. 


warheads, missile men reportedly will 
concentrate extra firepower on selected 
targets to make sure they would be 
knocked out, even though dug in below 
ground and shielded by reinforced 
concrete. 


Experts said this diversion of part of 


the U.S. missile force to Soviet military 
targets would leave enough nuclear 
striking power, particularly in the 656 
firing tubes of 41 Polaris and Poseidon 
submarines, to devastate Soviet cities. 


To enhance the present ability to strike 


protected military targets, the Pentagon 
will ask for money in next year's defense 
budget to develop warheads with 
improved accuracy and punch.

WASHINGTON (AP) -The govern- 


ment says rising middleman costs, not 
record farm prices for wheat, have 
accounted for most bread price 
increases since huge grain sales w^ere 
made to the Soviet Union 18 months ago. 


An analysis of bread costs, compiled 


by Agriculture Department economists, 
shows that a'one-pound loaf sold in 
supermarkets in July 1972 for an 
average of 24.5 cents. Last November, 
the same size loaf cost 31.5 cents, the 
department said. 


The increase of seven cents included a 


boost of 2.7 cents in the cost of all farm 
ingredients used. Of that, wheat flour, 
the main item, accounted for 2.2 cents. 


But other markups, including mar- 


gins for flour millers and bakers, added 
about 4.3 Cents per loaf to the retail cost 
during the 18-month span, according to 
a study by the department's Economic 
Research Service. 


The figures, however, did not indicate

Boy dragged by horse, dies 


next few months. Neither do they reflect 
sharp increases in wheat prices since 
last November. 


Bakers say huge wheat exports are 


siphoning off reserves to such an extent, 
that bread prices may soar, perhaps to 
$1 per 24-ounce loaf if shipments are not 
curbed until the new harvest is ready. 


At that rate a 16-ounce loaf, used by the 


economists as the basic indicator, would 
cost about 65 cents in retail stores. That 
would.be more than double the price of 
bread reported for last November. 


Department officials, who are opposed 


to mandatory export control in any form, 
say there is enough wheat for flour 
through next June. They say there is no 
chance of bread prices going up as much 
as bakers say is possible. 


The figures by the department, as yet 


unpublished, show the farm value of 
wheat in a one-pound loaf of bread 
actually declined from 5.6 cents last 
September, when wheat prices were at a 
near record, to 4.8 cents in November. 


Meantime, according to the statistics, 


the retail price rose two cents per loaf. 
Other farm ingredients, such as shor- 
tening and milk products, added slightly 
to the rise but middleman costs ac- 
counted for 1.9 cents, the department 
said. 


Department economists, defensive 


about farmers' role in the bread price 
uproar, say there is a rule of thumb 
indicating that it takes about a 70-cent 
per bushel increase in the price of wheat 
to justify a one penny boost in the retail 
cost of a loaf of bread. 


The farm price of wheat in July 1972 — 


computed specially for the study at an 
average for leading producing states — 
was $1.31 per bushel, in November last 
year, it was $4.03 per bushel. Using the 
70-cent rule the increase would have 
justified a retail rise of about 4 cents per 
loaf, instead of the 7 cents it did rise.

To some people the howl of the 


timber wolf echoing across the wil- 
derness sends a shiver up and down 
their spine. 


To others, it is a melody that blends

Director-photographer Bill Mason 


has captured all this and a little more 
in his film "Cry of the Wild" which is 
currently playing at the Viking 
Theatre." 


Mason spent the better part of three 


years in some remote areas of the 
North American continent to make the 
film. Interestingly enough, a portion of 
it was made on Isle Royale situated in 
Lake Superior, not too far from the 
northernmost tip of Wisconsin. 


Most outdoor films of this nature 


tend to deal with more scenery than 
story, but "Cry of the Wild" is not this 
way. 
While there is some scenery' and 


landscape work to the 90-minute 
production, Mason has it blended into 
the finished product in excellent 
fashion. 


If there would be some criticism to 


offer about the movie, which attracted 
a near-capacity house on its first 
showing, it would probably have to 
come along the line of Mason's pic- 
tures of himself sitting around his 
campfire or the unnecessary footage 
which shows several wolves being run 


down with a snowmobile or killed with 
the aid of an airplane. 


About everyone has seen the typical 


campfire scene with the fire flickering 
and there would be Mason with his cup 
of coffee or tea waiting out the next 
movement of the wolf to capture on 
film. In defense of these campfire 
scenes, one would have to figure that 
on some occasions Mason spent better 
than a week without even spotting a 
wolf so he probably had to have 
something to film to keep him from 
going stir-crazy while he was alone in 
the wilderness. 


Much of the non-sport hunting 


through the use of snowmobiles and 
airplanes 
has 
been 
sufficiently 


exploited by films and television that it 
is not necessary in this film. There was 
a definite hush over the audience 
Wednesday night when the crack of the 
high-powered rifle sent a beautiful 
100-pound wolf cart-wheeling in the air 
then tumbling in the snow and the 
stillness of death. 


Mason's film points out the in- 


telligence of the wolf and the family 
habits as a pack develops. Scenes 
showing the actual birth of little wolf 
pups are followed by revealing facts 
through the life of the young wolf 
which become imprinted on the animal 
forever. 


"Cry of the Wild" is a film which the 


entire family can enjoy. 


Dr. G. C. Thosfeson 


Is TB patient's case 
in infectious stage? 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My daughter, 


age 10, associates with a child whose 
father has tuberculosis. Both the 
mother and father have told me this, the 
father saying he refused to remain in 
the hospital so the doctor turned him 
over to the board of health. He is being 
treated at home. 


I am quite upset because they invite 


my daughter and and other playmates 
into the home. The mother says it is not 
contagious but I find this hard to accept 
as I recall in all health courses we were 
taught the contrary. 


I would appreciate your comments 


since I seem to be the only mother not 
wanting my child to enter the home. Am 
I right or wrong? 


First thing I'd do would be to have a 


tuberculin (skin) test for daughter. This 
will show whether she has been in con- 
tact with TB germs. If the test is nega- 
tive, you can relax. If it is positive, your 
doctor can take it from there, with 
treatment to prevent an active case 
from developing. 


You are correct, of course, that TB is 


contagious —but the important question 
is whether the patient is in an infectious 
stage. 


With present medications for TB, 


isoniazid or other anti-TB drugs, the 
contagiousness in the patient is rather 
rapidly diminished, and since you say 
the father is under treatment, I would 
assume he has been getting such 
medication. I also would trust he is 
being tested periodically to make sure 
he remains in a state which will not 
make it possible for him to transmit the 
disease.

manner would be safe; they also would 
be safe by staying outside the range of 
germs spread by coughing and sneez- 
ing.

Professor of 
cellular biology 
to speak at LU 


A renowned cellular biologist will 


speak at Lawrence University about one 
of the most basic unsolved problems in 
the field of biology. Hewson Swift, 
professor of biology and chairman of 
the biology department of the Univer- 
sity cf Chicago, will discuss "How to Fit 
the Genes on the Chromosomes" in a 
public Science Colloquium at 4 p.m. 
Jan. 17 in Youngchild Hall. 


In his talk, Swift will offer some 


possible solutions to the question of how 
genes are integrated into the rest of the 
structure of the chromosome, first 
treating the structures of the gene and 
the chromosome individually. Current 
generalizations concerning nucleic 
acids, an important part of complex cell 
structures, also will be discussed. 


Swift is known for his research in the 


area of cellular biology, with particular 
concentration on the structure and 
biochemistry of the chromosome. He is 
active in studies of how genetic 
material controls protein production, 
and he has done extensive laboratory

using 
cytological

biochemical techniques in the study of 
nucleoproteins. An author of major 
scientific articles, Swift has received 
research support from the National 
Science Foundation, the National Insti- 
tutes of Health and federal Career 
Research funds.
